AFTER more 
than four days 
deliberating, a 
jury in Swansea 
Crown Court has 
found a 16-year- 
old youth guilty of 
the murder of 
Rebecca Aylward. 

After the guilty ver¬ 
dict was announced yes¬ 
terday (July 27), report¬ 
ing restrictions were 
lifted and he was named 
as Joshua Davies. 

Rebecca, who was 
15, was found in a 
wooded area just out¬ 
side Aberkenfig on 
Sunday, October 24, 
2010. She died of head 
injuries. 

The judge told the 
jury earlier in the day 
that he would accept a 
majority verdict, and 
the jury returned later 
with a 10-2 guilty ver¬ 
dict. 

Detective Chief 
Inspector John Penhale 
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of the South Wales 
Police Specialist Crime 
Investigation Team 
said: “Our thoughts 
today are with 
Rebecca’s parents, rela¬ 
tives and fnends, who I 


hope have been given 
some closure as a result 
of the jury’s decision. 

“This was a tragic 
incident which brought 
shock and sadness to a 
close-knit community. 


“I would personally 
like to thank the com¬ 
munity for their support 
during the investigation, 
and to the prosecution 
witnesses who gave evi¬ 
dence at the trial.” 

In a statement, 
Rebecca’s family said: 
‘'The pain and horror of 
losing Rebecca in such 
horrendous circum¬ 
stances cannot be put 
into words. 

“Since that Saturday 
in October 2010, our 
lives have stopped. 

“Rebecca was killed 
in a senseless and bar¬ 
baric act. 

“She died at the 
hands of someone she 
loved and trusted. 

“We will never forget 
what he did to her, or 
forgive him for destroy¬ 
ing our family. 

“We would like to 
thank the prosecution 
team for their meticu¬ 
lous hard work.'’ 

Davies will be sen¬ 
tenced in September.

THE organiser of 
Porthcawl Carnival, Kerry 
Marlow of The 
Buckaneers, has contacted 
The GEM to say that any 
group entering a float next 
year will not have to pay 
insurance and hire costs. 

Mr Marlow said: “I thought 
last week’s event went well. The 
weather was good and the carni¬ 
val field was packed. 

“However, I am concerned at 
reports that some groups did not 
enter a float because the cost of 


hiring and insuring a lorry.” 

Mr Marlow emphasised: “The 
Buckaneers, as organisers of the 
carnival, will pay for a lorry and 
pay insurance costs, as part of a 
package we arrange evety year. 

“That was the case this year, 
and it will still apply next year.” 

There were seven floats this 
year in the carnival procession, 
slightly down on last year, 
although there were more ‘walk¬ 
ing’ entries than in previous 
years. 

Mr Marlow added that it was 
important to make an early start 
on planning next year’s carnival. 


‘Swerved to avoid overloaded van on M4’ 

‘Heroic’ action saved two men 
- but cost lorry driver his life! 


A HEROIC articu¬ 
lated lorry driver 
died when he self¬ 
lessly swerved off 
the M4 near 
Bridgend so as not 
to collide with a 
van, which had 
gone out of control 
and veered on its 
side into his path. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Martin Casey 
(44), the driver of the 
van, of Waungron, 
Bettws, Bridgend, 
pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing the death of 
Stephen Jones by care¬ 
less driving. 

The owner of the 
van, shopkeeper 
Masood Anwar, of 
Brecon Way, Bridgend, 
admitted aiding and 
abetting that offence. 
Each was jailed for one 
year and disqualified 
from driving for 18 
months. 

The van, said prose¬ 
cutor Peter Davies, 
went out of control 
when it was 275 per 
cent overloaded. 

Mr Davies said that 
about 9.50am on April 
23, Mr Jones, a married 
man from Kent, was 


driving his 38-ton 
Volvo vehicle west on 
the M4 between junc¬ 
tion 34 and junction 35. 

He was carrying a 
consignment of food 
from Kent to Bridgend. 

The white Ford tran¬ 


sit van being driven by 
Casey and containing 
Anwar, was going in 
the same direction. 

Anwar, said Mr 
Davies, owned grocery 
shops and Casey was 
an employee. They had 


bought a considerable 
amount of stock in 
Cardiff. The Volvo 
lorry was travelling at 
about 50mph in the 
slow lane.

Ms Griffiths said the 
incident occurred in the 
Seaways Hotel in 
September last year. 

Lee Morgan went 
there. Also present was 
Simmonds, whom he 
knew. Simmonds, said 
Ms Griffiths, became 
threatening. 

At one point, she 
became abusive and 
began swearing. 

Suddenly, said Ms 
Griffiths, she produced a 
knife and brandished it 
in front of Mr Morgan. 

Simmonds was then 
pushed onto a chair and 
out into the street. 

Mr Morgan feared for 
his safety, as did others, 
and was very shaken up. 

“Many of the bar staff 
were also put in fear,” 
said Ms Griffiths. 

The court was told 
that, when arrested, 
Simmonds said Mr 
Morgan owed her £100. 

She claimed she bran¬ 
dished the knife to 


defend herself. 

It was reported she 
had convictions for 35 
offences, including 
assault, wounding with 
intent and causing actual 
bodily harm. 

Marian Lewis, 

defending, said: “Her 
pleas were unequivocal, 
and she accepts full 
responsibility for what 
occurred. She is very 
sorry for what happened 
that day. 

“This is, of course, 
not the first time she has 
appeared before the 
court for offences of vio¬ 
lence. 

“There is a back¬ 
ground of emotional and 
mental problems and she 
has resorted to the use 
and abuse of drugs from 
a very young age.” 

Ms Lewis said that 
while on remand in 
prison, there had been a 
marked change in her 
attitude, and with sup¬ 
port she is now motivat¬ 
ed to rid herself of her 
drug habit. 

The judge comment¬ 
ed: “A life involving 
serious drug abuse is an 
unhappy life.”

Bryngarw to 
stay in BCBC 
ownership 


BRYNGARW 
HOUSE, one of the 
borough’s most 
well-known and 
popular venues, will 
continue to be 
owned and run by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

It was agreed last year 
that competitive bids 
should be sought for 
Bryngarw House, with a 
view to it being managed 
or even acquired by the 
private sector, as part of 
a wider review of the 
facility and its future role 
as a cultural and leisure 
asset. 

“Despite a lengthy 
and thorough marketing 
exercise, the current 
financial climate means 
the firm offers made for 
Bryngarw House are 
below its true market 
value,” a spokesperson 
revealed this week. 

Cabinet members 
have now agreed that the 
Grade II listed country 
house, which is already 
well-established as a 
wedding, training, con¬ 
ference and accommoda¬ 
tion venue, should be 
retained in-house, but 
with a plan to reduce its 


running costs over the 
next two years. 

The former warden’s 
lodge at the entrance to 
Bryngarw Park will also 
be sold to raise funds to 
support improvements to 
facilities at Bryngarw 
House. 

Coun Lyn Morgan, 
cabinet member for well¬ 
being, said: “We have 
tested the market and 
have concluded we 
won’t achieve a good 
price for this historic 
building in this econom¬ 
ic climate. 

“While we have had a 
lot of interest, it would 
be wrong to sell it so far 
below its true value 
when it is such a signifi¬ 
cant and popular visitor 
attraction. 

“We do need to make 
some efficiency savings 
however, so will be look¬ 
ing at how we do this in- 
house while still protect¬ 
ing the quality service 
which Bryngarw House 
is known for. 

“We look forward to 
welcoming visitors to the 
house and its beautiful 
setting within Bryngarw 
Country Park for many 
years to come.”

Four years for 
scaffolder 
after £30,000 
cocaine find 


WHEN police offi¬ 
cers opened the boot 
of a £10,000 

Japanese sports car 
in the North 
Cornelly area, they 
found cocaine with a 
street value of 
£30,000. 


At Cardiff Crown 
Court, the owner of the 
vehicle, 31-year-old self- 
employed scaffolder, 
Neil Abbott, was jailed 
for four years. 

Abbott of Llwynn 
Derwen, North Cornelly, 
admitted possessing the 
drug with intent to sup- 


Benefits assessor 
was caught out 
with false claim 


A BENEFITS asses¬ 
sor made false 
claims to her 
employer at the 
Department of 
Work and Pensions 
and received more 
than £2,500, it was 
stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Maureen Hopkin (65) 
of The Avenue, 
Pontycymmer, admitted 
making a dishonest rep¬ 
resentation to obtain ben¬ 
efit. 

She was sentenced to a 
community order for one 
year involving 150 hours 
unpaid work. 

Prosecutor Leigh 
Reynolds said Hopkin 
had been employed as a 
benefits assessor estimat¬ 
ing other people’s entitle¬ 
ments. 

In October 2007, she 
dishonestly applied for 
pension credit, claiming 
she didn’t have a private 
pension, and as a result 
she obtained pension 
credit to which she was 
not entitled, totalling 


£2,589. 

Mr Reynolds said she 
had been receiving a civil 
service pension, which 
had also involved the 
payment of a number of 
lump sums. 

“She knew she was 
not entitled to the credit,” 
said Mr Reynolds. 

Her barrister, Hugh 
Wallace, said she now 
received £142 a week 
and, suffering from 
arthritis, she now strug¬ 
gles to survive. 

“She is an easygoing 
person, a responsible per¬ 
son, always hard-work¬ 
ing and a woman who 
would put something 
back into her communi¬ 
ty-” 

He said she was 
appealing the amount of 
the fraud. 

Judge David Wynn 
Morgan said that the 
fraud had gone on for 
quite a time and she had 
claimed money from the 
very employer for whom 
she worked. 

No application was 
made for costs against 
her, said to be £2,000. 


ply. He claimed he was 
acting as a custodian for 
the drug. 

Prosecutor Stephen 
Harmes said that Abbott 
stated that the drugs 
came from a drug dealer. 

He was stopped by the 
police driving his 
Mitsubishi vehicle in 
North Cornelly. 

In addition to finding 
the drugs, police found 
£145 cash on Abbott. 

He told officers he had 
been addicted to cocaine, 
cannabis and alcohol. In 
his home, police found 
cannabis and 800 Euros, 
and his bank account was 
£4,000 in credit. 

In a statement, he said 
he had not supplied drugs 
to members of the public, 
and was keeping it as a 
favour for other people, 
who in return, gave him a 
small amount of cocaine. 

Abbott’s counsel, 
Claire Wilkes, said there 
were no text messages on 
the defendant’s telephone 
associating him with 
drug dealing and there 
were no scales at his 
home. 

Abbott said he had 
been using cocaine for a 
year, but it had got out of 
hand and he would some¬ 
times spend £500 a week. 

In a good year, he said, 
he could earn up to 
£60,000, and therefore 
could afford his habit. 

He refused to name 
the drug dealer, saying: 
“I can’t give you his 
name, there would be 
reprisals and I fear for 
my safety and that of my 
family.” 

He added: “I was not 
actually dealing myself.”

BCBC Leader Coun

a local magistrate for 22 
years, said: “Although 
the system of administer¬ 
ing justice has evolved 
over the last 650 years, 
the principles on which 
it was founded remain; 
we are each committed 
to creating a fairer, safer 
and more just society in 
which people can live 
and work. 

“I have been a magis¬ 
trate for more than 20 
years and I still regard it 
as a great honour to 


serve the community of 
Bridgend in this way. 
Each day we share the 
experiences of both vic¬ 
tims and perpetrators, 
and no two cases are 
ever the same. 

“There is always a 
human story behind each 
case and I am frequently 
moved by the circum¬ 
stances which have 
brought people before 
us. ” 

He added: “I also see 
the great partnership 
role offered by councils 
such as Bridgend to that 
of the magistrate. Many 
aspects ofBCBC’s own 
preventative work, such 
as that we undertake 
with families, in our 
community safety part¬ 
nership, in our public 
protection department 
and in our Youth 
Offending Service, all 
complement the work of 
the justice system.

Williams said to him: 
“Don’t ever speak to my 
girlfriend like that 
again,” grabbed him by 
the throat and punched 
him twice to the right 
side of his face.

The new ‘subsidy 
criteria’ for bus 
routes in borough 


NEW guidelines for deciding 
how the authority provides 
subsidised support for bus 
routes in future have been 
approved by Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC). 

“The guidelines have had to be 
developed following a reduction in the 
amount of grant funding available 
from the Welsh Government and sub¬ 
sequent efficiency savings in the coun¬ 
cil’s budget for 2011-2012”, a spokes¬ 
woman revealed. 

A re-tendering process was under 
way for next year’s supported bus 
service contracts, but it is highly likely 
that the cost of providing subsidised 
services will rise following increases 
in fuel costs. 

As well as taking into account 
issues such as the Welsh Index of 
Multiple Deprivation, Car Ownership 
Index and the cost and number of pas¬ 
sengers per journey, the new guide¬ 
lines would also consider reasons why 
people use a particular subsidised bus 
service and what other alternative 


ways of travelling are available within 
local communities. 

Coun Phil White, cabinet member 
for communities, commented: “In a 
perfect world, commercial bus servic¬ 
es would be so well-used that the 
council would not need to provide any 
subsidy at all. 

“Sadly, this is not the case, and the 
simple truth is that we are faced with a 
situation where we have less money to 
spend on subsidising bus routes for the 
coming year - a shortfall of almost 
£113,000 - so we are taking a closer 
look at how services are provided in 
future. 

“New criteria has been drawn up 
which will consider all subsidised bus 
routes and allow us to spend the 
money where it is most needed 
throughout the county borough. 

“This has obviously not been an 
easy decision to make, but residents 
can be assured that we will be seeking 
to protect the most essential routes 
which benefit the largest number of 
people.” 


Regional AM ‘shocked* at 
state of former Revlon site

THE Shadow min¬ 
ister for regenera¬ 
tion at the 
Assembly is sup¬ 
porting attempts 
by Maesteg resi¬ 
dents to get the 
former Revlon 
factory site 
cleared. 

The site was partially 
demolished by contrac¬ 
tors more than a year 
ago and since then, 
BCBC and the Health 
and Safety Executive 
have been monitoring 
the situation. 

Byron Davies, a 
Welsh Conservative 
regional AM for south 
Wales west, visited the 
site this week and was 
“shocked” at the state it 
has been left in. 

“It is appalling that 
people living around the 
site have to put up with 
what is a dreadful eye¬ 
sore,” he said. “More 
worryingly, I under¬ 
stand that work was 
halted because asbestos 
was found on site. 

“The owners are 
liable to clear up this 
mess, but I feel that 
more pressure should be 
brought to bear to 
ensure that the demoli¬ 
tion is completed and 
the whole site cleared.” 

Mr Davies said he 
would be backing resi¬ 
dents who are holding a 
protest rally at the site 
today (Thursday) at 
12.30pm. 

“I can understand 
why people have been 
driven to the end of 
their tether. 

“I have already writ¬ 
ten to the Health and 
Safety Executive asking 
them what they are 
doing and I am still 
awaiting a reply almost 
eight weeks later. 

“We are currently 


chasing them for an 
answer.” 

The site adjoins the 
former Cooper Standard 
factory site which has 
been bought by BCBC 
and completely cleared 
with money from the 
Western Valleys 
Regeneration Strategy. 

Mr Davies went on: 
“This entire site, includ¬ 
ing Revlon, is designat¬ 
ed for employment pur¬ 
poses. 

“I gather that BCBC 
intends to develop 
industrial units on its 
part of the land, but I 
would say that there’s 
little prospect of attract¬ 
ing employers to this 
area while we have 
what looks like a bomb- 
site next door. 

“The realistic 
chances of creating new 
jobs here are zero until 
the Revlon end is 
cleared as well. Then 
we would have a large 
site that could be devel¬ 
oped in tandem to cre¬ 
ate much needed jobs in 
the Llynfi Valley. 

“I will be asking 
questions of the minis¬ 
ter at the Assembly 
about the situation. 

“Public money was 
used to purchase and 
clear the Cooper 
Standard site and at the 
moment, it looks like it 
has gone down the 
drain, unless something 
can be done to get the 
owners to clear it.” 

Mr Davies is also to 
contact BCBC on the 
options of them carry¬ 
ing out the work, on the 
grounds that the site is 
in a dangerous condi¬ 
tion. The cost could 
then be recharged to the 
owners.

Regional AM calls for action 
on qualifications ‘scandaF 


WELSH Lib Dem regional 
AM for South Wales West, 
Peter Black, has called for 
action, after a survey car¬ 
ried out by the University 
and College Union showed 
that than one in every 
seven adults of working 
age in Bridgend, Neath 
Port Talbot and Swansea 
do not have a qualifica¬ 
tion. 

The analysis, from UCU, 
reveals ‘two Britains, divided 
between the educational haves 
and have nots. 

It ranks the 632 parliamentary 
constituencies in Wales, England 


and Scotland according to the 
percentage of working age peo¬ 
ple (16-64) who have no qualifi¬ 
cations, he said. 

“A total of 252,200 or 13.3 per 
cent of adults in Wales do not 
hold any qualification, more than 
the 11.3 per cent which is the 
UK average. 

Only Northern Eeland (20.4 
per cent) has a worse record than 
Wales. However, when the 
results are analysed by Welsh 
region, the south Wales west 
Assembly seat has 48,300 or 
14.63 per cent unqualified adults, 
above the Welsh average. 

The three poorest performing 
constituencies are Aberavon on 
17.9 per cent, Ogmore on 16.8 


per cent and Swansea East on 
20.6 per cent. Neath is also 
worse than the Welsh average 
with 13.8 per cent. 

“The only way that our region 
is going to grow economically is 
if we have a skilled and enthusi¬ 
astic workforce that is attractive 
to investors from elsewhere and 
to local entrepreneurs alike. 

“This survey, carried out by 
lecturers’ trade union UCU, 
shows how far we have to trav¬ 
el,” Mr Black added. 

“What is needed now is action 
to put the situation right in our 
region and across Wales as a 
matter of urgency.” 
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Local widow warns 
about the danger 
of mesothelioma

A woman, whose 
husband died of an 
asbestos-related ill¬ 
ness, is anxious to 
publicise awareness 
of it. 

Although, mesothe¬ 
lioma is a little known 
disease, it has devastat¬ 
ing consequences for 
both victims and carers, 
and Mrs Myrtle 
Lawrence, who lost her 
husband Larry to it ear¬ 
lier this year, told The 
GEM she wanted people 
to understand the symp¬ 
toms and how it could 
affect people. 

Larry, who served in 
the RAF for 32 years 
and lectured at Barry 
College for 10 years, 
died on March 31 at the 
age of 76. Over the 
years, he was a keen 
sportsman, active in the 
local community and 
attended Porthkerry 
Methodist Church and 
Windsor Road 

Reformed Church. 

Mrs Lawrence, of 
Barry, said: “He was a 
very healthy man. The 
only time he had been in 
hospital was when he 
had been hit by a cricket 
ball. 

“He had his first 
symptom in April 2010 
when he attended a din¬ 


ner for Barry Wanderers 
Cricket Club at Mount 
Sorrel. He became 
breathless, but thought it 
was due to the fact that 
he was wearing a heavy 
winter coat. 

“Larry was diagnosed 
with mesothelioma in 
August 2010. It is an 
aggressive cancer - 
quite horrendous. 

“He was a wonderful 
man. We had two sons, 
Duncan and Dwight, 
and three grandsons 
Morgan, Blake and 
Wesley. 

“This December 

would have been our 
50th wedding anniver¬ 
sary.” 

In his memory, Mrs 
Lawrence and the fami¬ 
ly have raised £1,450 
for Mesothelioma UK. 

Mrs Lawrence 

explained: “The experi¬ 
ence I had as a carer of a 
person affected by this 
asbestos-related disease 
has led me to want to 
raise awareness of it. 

“The disease affects 
the mesothelium, a thin 
membrane that lines the 
inner surface of the 
chest where it is known 
as the ‘pleura’, the 
abdomen where it is 


known as the ‘peri¬ 
toneum’, and the heart 
where it is known as the 
‘pericardium’. Very 
occasionally, it can 
affect the testicles. 

“Asbestos dust or air¬ 
borne fibres can cause 
harm when inhaled or 
ingested. They can 
reach the smallest area 
of the lung, where they 
cannot be breathed out 
or coughed up. 

“It causes individuals 
to experience shortness 
of breath, loss of 
appetite, weight loss, 
fatigue and lethargy.” 

Mrs Lawrence point¬ 
ed out that people in cer¬ 
tain professions are 
more likely to have been 
exposed to asbestos than 
others - teachers, nurs¬ 
es, factory workers, 
mechanics, dock work¬ 
ers, construction work¬ 
ers, plumbers, gas fit¬ 
ters, painters and deco¬ 
rators, welders, and lab¬ 
oratory and research 
workers. 

In the United 
Kingdom, 2,400 people 
a year die of the disease. 

Mrs Lawrence point¬ 
ed out that the ‘latency 
period’, the length of 
time it takes for symp¬ 


toms to appear, is gener¬ 
ally around 15 to 45 
years. 

She said that hospi¬ 
tals, hospices and nurs¬ 
ing services have a huge 
role in supporting peo¬ 
ple at the most difficult 
time in their lives. 

She emphasised: 
“That support network 
for victims and carers is 
very important in help¬ 
ing people when they 
are at their most help¬ 
less. 

“It can provide the 
necessary information 
which will prepare them 
for what will happen in 
the future.” 

The majority of peo¬ 
ple who have been in 
contact with asbestos 
dust do not suffer ill 
health as a result. 

However, if a person 
believes they may have 
been exposed to risk and 
has symptoms, they 
should contact their GR 

“If somebody is diag¬ 
nosed early, it gives 
them and any carers 
time to prepare for any 
changes they will face,” 
Mrs Lawrence added.

Cars 2 lacks 
horsepower! 


F or a power¬ 
house studio 
like Pixar, 
whose every film 
release is hailed as 
the finest example 
of animation yet, 
the middling critical 
reception afforded 
Cars was something 
of a surprise. 

The black sheep of 
the studio, it seemed 
unlikely that we would 
be following the charac¬ 
ters on their adventures 
in the same way we have 
Woody and Buzz; how¬ 
ever, five years after that 
film. Cars 2 now finds 
itself on the big screen. 

This time around. 
Lightning McQueen 
(Owen Wilson) takes 
Mater (Larry The Cable 
Guy) around the world 
with him as he competes 
in a global grand prix 
event. 

However, when Mater 
is mistaken as an opera¬ 
tive with sensitive infor¬ 
mation by British agent 
Finn McMissile 
(Michael Caine), he 
finds himself caught in a 
whole new world of 
espionage... 

Despite its less than 
prestigious standing 
within Pixar, Cars was a 
film that likely warrant¬ 
ed a second outing when 
taken in the context of 
the money it would have 
made from lunchboxes, 
figures and such. 

It appears that is why 
Cars 2 rolled off the 
assembly line, as while 
it is a baby of studio 
head honcho John 
Lasseter, the finished 
product is inoffensive 
but far below the stan¬ 
dards one expects from 
Pixar. 

One thing it does have 
in common with the best 
of the studio’s output, is 
that it looks absolutely 
gorgeous, this car-centric 
world wonderfully 
realised and dripping 
with clever nods and ref¬ 
erences and the use of 
3D only amplifies this. 

With Lasseter on co¬ 
direction duties with 
Brad Lewis, scope is 
aimed for but, sadly, 
with a story that is pre¬ 
dictable and unengaging, 
there is little else they 
can do but concentrate 
on blinding us with their 
visual skills. 

The script neatly riffs 
on the world of James 
Bond with its global 
espionage high-jinks, but 
while it may satisfy 
younger audiences, there 
is very little for the adult 
portion of the crowd to 
latch onto, the usual 
trick of managing to 
appeal across the board 
lacking here. 

Also, while amusing 
in fits and starts, the 
character of Mater is far 
too annoying and sim¬ 
plistic to lead the film, 
with Larry The Cable 
Guy’s delivery soon

grating. 

With an ill-suited lead 
character, the rest of the 
film falls away, 
McQueen sidelined (as 
is Owen Wilson’s lacon¬ 
ic delivery) and Michael 
Caine sounding ever so 
slightly disinterested as 
the suave McMissile. 
Only John Turturro, 
hamming it up as Italian 
racing car Francesco, 
and Emily Mortimer’s 
Holly Shiftwell are are 
of any note. 


Coming off the back 
of the first film, you 
would hardly be expect¬ 
ing a massive change in 
direction, particularly 
given Lasseter’s hands- 
on approach here, and 
though the storyline at 
least moves it into a dif¬ 
ferent genre from the 
fish-out-of-water of the 
first film, there is still 
not enough on display to 
really resonate. 

While Pixar can make 
cooking rats and dream 
monsters hugely palat¬ 
able, they seem to have 
difficulties with our 
four-wheeled friends - 
the end result being that 
Cars 2 is neither the 
Lamborghini or the 
Skoda of the animation 
world, rather the Ford 
Fiesta; functional, pleas¬ 
ing yet lacking in style 
or flair. 

VERDICT: A mis¬ 
step for the usually flaw¬ 
less Pixar, Cars 2 drives 
well enough, but never 
really hits top gear. 
Loolang beautiful, and 
using 3D as it should be 
used, you can’t argue 
with the glossy visuals, 
but a poor story, and a 
dull vocal cast, mean 
this vehicle just about 
passes its MoT.

“The decision proved 
costly, as oxygen starva¬ 
tion caused Sophie’s 
cerebral palsy. 

Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg University 
Health Board has agreed 
to pay damages over the 
incident after accepting 
she should have been 
delivered earlier. 

However the Health 
Board maintained that it 
was not to blame for 
causing Sophie’s 

injuries which, accord¬ 
ing to the Health Board, 
had already occurred by 
the time Sophie should 
have been born. 

Commenting on the 
outcome, Lynne Clarke, 
from Pontyclun, said: “It 
has been an incredibly 
hard few years for the 
family, but to know that 
our daughter will always 
be looked after is a huge 
relief for us all. 

“While no amount of 
money will repair the 
damage done, we now 
have a chance to move 
on with our lives and 
focus all of our energies 
on Sophie, ensuring that 
she gets as much out of 
life as possible.”

“The funds will be 
carefully managed by 
Irwin Mitchell’s Court 
of Protection team to 
ensure Sophie has 
access to care she will 
need for the rest of her 
life.”

Health Board said: “We 
would like to reiterate 
our sincere apologies to 
Sophie and her family 
for the failures in 1998 
by the then Bro 
Morgannwg NHS Trust 
when managing Mrs 
Clark’s labour at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

“The safety of our 
patients and the quality 
of the service we pro¬ 
vide is very important. 
Since 1998 systems, 
equipment, training and 
ways of working have 
significantly changed. 

“There are also robust 
audit arrangements in 
place to minimise the 
risk of such events 
recurring. 

“While no amount of 
money can restore 
Sophie’s health, we hope 
it will at least help to 
provide for her future 
care and support.”

HE hectic 
pace of life 
and the fact 
that people are 
working longer 
hours, often means 
they don’t want to 
cook when they 
arrive home in the 
evening and would 
like an alternative 
gourmet experi¬ 
ence. 

Step forward, restau¬ 
rant quality food in a 
takeaway format. 

In years gone by, the 
idea of a takeaway was 
either fish and chips or a 
basic curry, with nothing 


wildly exciting. 

However, Tiffin Rasoi 
at 37 Holton Road, 

Barry aims to give you 
an authentic Indian din¬ 
ing experience at home. 

The range of starters 
and main courses on 
offer is vast, and they 
use natural ingredients 
which are all freshly pre¬ 
pared. 

My wife had returned 
from a long business trip 
one evening and it 
seemed the ideal time to 
try Tiffin Rasoi. 

Starters range from 
£1.75 to £5.50 and 
there’s a huge choice, 
such as chilli paneer, 
kolkata wraps and sheek 
kebab. My wife plumped 


for the mixed tandoori 
which was a delicious 
assortment of sheek 
kebab, chicken and lamb 
tikka marinated in herbs 
and spices and cooked in 
the tandoor. 

She really enjoyed the 
variety: the meat was 
succulent and full of 
flavour. 

I opted for the tiffin 
platter, a chef’s special, 
which was an assortment 
of appetisers - chicken 
pakora, sheek kebab, 
onion bhaji and samosas. 
It was a fine assortment 
of flavours and spices, 
and an ideal start prior to 
the main course. 

For that main course, 
my wife decided to have 
murgh masala, which is 
chicken tikka cooked 
with minced lamb in a 
rich sauce, garnished 
with egg and coriander, 
which she thoroughly 
enjoyed 

As I’m a lover of 
seafood, I opted for the 
meen moiley, marinated 
and grilled Mng prawns 
in a rich coconut sauce 
spiced with chilli. 

The prawns were 
cooked to perfection and 
the sauce really tingled 
the taste buds. 

My wife’s course was 
£6.50, mine was £8.50. 
The main courses range 
from £3.95 for a veg¬ 
etable curry to £8.95 for 
the more exotic dishes. 

To accompany the 
curry, we had a selection 
of rices and side dishes 
of tarka daal (lentils and 
garlic, a favourite of my 
wife) khumb palak 
(mushrooms and 
spinach) along with 
papadoms, and home 
made raitha with a 
coconut chutey. The side 
dishes and extras only 
came to an extra £6.75 - 
well worth what they 
added to the main dish¬ 
es. 

Tiffin Rasoi also do a 
great range of healthy 
drinks such as freshly 
squeezed orange juice, 
healthy shakes made 
with 98 per cent fat free 
yoghurt and fruit 
smoothies. The smooth¬ 
ies are £2.50 each. 

In total, the meal, a 
veritable feast, cost 
around £30; however, 
something less extrava¬ 
gant such as two main 
courses, a plain rice and 
pulao rice and a couple 
of papadoms, would 
come out at £15.75. 

This dining experi¬ 
ence at home is proof 
that the home-delivered 
market is far more 
sophisticated and full of 
choice than in my youth. 
People in Barry rave 
about the Tiffin Rasoi. 
Now I know why.

A 17-month cam¬ 
paign by the Vale 
Assembly Member, 
Jane Hutt, and local 
driving instructors 
to have tests avail¬ 
able for learners in 
the Vale has borne 
fruit. 

The Barry Driving 
Test Centre closed in 
2010 to the frustration of 
instructors and drivers 
who were forced to go 
into Cardiff, leading to a 
longer waiting times and 
loss of business.

YOU ALWAYS REMEMBER 
YOUR FIRST... 


PHILIP IRWIN of The GEM moved to 
Porthcawl at the age of 10 and joined Pyle 
and Kenfig Golf Club. Now, 48 years later, 
he finds that some memories never fade. 

I can’t claim that P&K was my first course. I 
had played a couple of times at St Mellons in 
Cardiff, but it was on the seaside links here in 
Porthcawl that the game grabbed me by the throat 
and refused to let go. 

Every stage of my golfing progress was marked 
out on its fairways, greens and bunkers, and look¬ 
ing back, it’s hard not to get emotional about it all. 

In school holidays, my father would drop me at 
the club on his way to work at around Sam, and my 
mother would send him up as it neared dusk, to 
find me still playing or practicing. 

I went from a small boy whose main ambition 
was to hit the ball far enough to make the first fair¬ 
way, to a youth who had enough success to con¬ 
vince himself he was going places, to a 17-year-old 
who finally realised that there were so many other 
players who were so much more talented. (In my 
case, it was courtesy of Sam Torrance, but that’s 
another story). 

So, although my memories of playing golf are a 
little on the bitter-sweet side, it tells you a lot about 
P&K that when I think of the golf course, I am 
still totally smitten. 

How can you not love a course that changes so 
much from day to day? Take a hole like the par 
three 12th. 

You can stand facing the teeth of a gale, wonder¬ 
ing if a driver will clear the front bunker (if you 
can keep it low and straight). Come back two days 
later, with a tail wind this time, and you are won¬ 
dering if you can hold the green with a seven iron! 

Take the 13th as another example. It is geometri¬ 
cally an exact 90 degree dog leg par four. Play 
safe, perhaps with a three iron, and you face a dif¬ 
ficult shot of about 160 yards to a pin that is fre¬ 
quently tucked behind a sand dune. 

The temptation, therefore, is to cut the corner by 
clearing one of P & K’s biggest sand dunes. Get it 
right and you land on the downslope and run down 
to the fairway, leaving a short pitch. 

Get it wrong and you will find yourself trapped 
on, behind, or at the foot of that same sand dune. 

I can remember a time when the first thing I 
would check when I arrived at the course was the 
wind direction, because if it was dead right, then 
my friends and I would go for the green, which 
meant carrying the ball over two huge dunes and 
two valleys, and then hoping for the right bounce. 

It was the Holy Grail. 

Outsiders used to say (they probably still do) 
that the front nine was not as good as the back, but 
they always overlooked its subtleties. Birdies are 
not easy to come by, and it is just as easy to run up 
a six or a seven.

As with many holes on the course, you were 
constantly being presented with choices. On the par 
four third, if you could nail a drive down the right 
hand side, then the ball would kick on 60 yards or 
so, getting you close to the green. 

An equally good drive down the left, in contrast, 
would land softly on an upslope, leaving a much 
longer second shot into a narrow, well-bunkered 
green. 

Get past the third and you face one of the most 
testing par threes I know. The fourth doesn’t need 
to be long, surrounded as it is by four bunkers that 
force you to fly the ball all the way to the green. 

Don’t go through the back though, because the 
ball will run and run down away from the hole, and 
only the very best can manage to chip back from 
there. 

I could go on (and on), but I will end by point¬ 
ing to the 11th, one of the best par fives around, 
where every golfer has 
to make a choice. 

A cavernous bunker 
lies around 30 yards 
short and you have to 
decide if you can carry 
it. Lor the top players, 
they will be considering 
that as they stand over 
their second shot. The 
more average golfers 
have to mafe that choice 
with their third. 

Are you feeling 
lucky? Well, a firm low 
shot pitching 10 yards 
short of that cross 
bunker has a good 
chance of bouncing over. 

It’s all a question of risk 
and reward. 

When I moved away, 

I joined Cardiff Golf 
Club. A terrific parkland 
course, but so many 
holes could only be 
played one way. 

Did I find myself 
wondering whether to 
pitch the green, or use 
the contours of the land 
by landing the ball 30 
yards short? 

Hardly ever. Lor that 
sort of challenge, you 
need to embrace a seaside 
gem like P&K!

If any of your readers 
would like to write to 
me at our Alps Offices, 
Wenvoe, CF5 6AA, I 
will accept the first five 
letters received for a 
controlled household 
waste trial. During this 
trial we will separately 
collect all household 
wastes and my waste 
awareness officers will 
analyse the contents to 
establish if, after correct¬ 
ly using all our recycling 
and composting services, 
they still cannot effi¬ 
ciently manage with a 
fortnightly black bag 
collection service. 

This work will 
involve examining the 
contents of each black 
bag before collection to 
note the amount of mate¬ 
rial within the bag that 
could be recycled using 
our existing kerbside 
services. 

Without providing 
any personal details of 
the households taking 
part, I would also be 
happy to publish the 
results of our trial in a 


I FIND it very 
frustrating that 
people like Mr 
Ware (The GEM 
last week) moan at 
the council to re¬ 
instate weekly bin 
collections, when all 
they want to do is 
to carry on with 
their own old 
habits. 

He states that he has 
five bin bags on his 
patio, which have been 
accumulating over nine 
days. I would like to 
challenge him to start 
making proper use of the 
council’s recycling serv¬ 
ice and see his bin pile 
shrink to about three 
bins a fortnight. 

Containers such as tin 
cans, plastic trays and 
other materials contami¬ 
nated with stale food 
that he writes of, should 
be rinsed out immediate¬ 
ly after use, before the 
food residue dries. 

In September, the 
council will make the 
recycling process a lot 
easier. 

I just hope that the 
supplied sacks will be 
see-through, as a whole 
vehicle load of recycling 
can be contaminated if 


further edition of your 
newspaper. I would be 
particularly interested to 
hear from any of the 
writers of recently pub¬ 
lished letters who have 
detailed their concerns 
with our current waste 
and recycling collection 
arrangements. 

Could I conclude by 
advising readers of a 
forthcoming change to 
our dry recycling service 
that will see the intro¬ 
duction of mixed dry 
recycling on a weekly 
basis.

sacks as ‘free bin bags’ 
and put in items such as 
nappies or ashtray con¬ 
tents. 

With regards to Mr 
Ware’s problem with 
smelly cat litter, I sug¬ 
gest that he scoops it up 
and knots it into the free 
dog poop bags from the 
council, or picks up a 
pack of 100 nappy sacks 
from Tesco for 19p. 

If the people of Barry 
start making proper use 
of all the recycling serv¬ 
ices provided, including 
the kitchen waste collec¬ 
tion, we won’t have 
seagulls and other ani¬ 
mals ripping the binbags 
open and spilling the 
contents all over our 
streets, or unpleasant 
smells, or huge fines for 
not meeting European 
landfill reduction targets.

Theo’s success story for 
a Kenfig Hill church 



A NEW church 
venture with a 
strong community 
ethos has won 
praise from an 
Assembly member. 

Suzy Davies, regional 
AM for South Wales 
West, visited the new 
shop and community 
space opened in Kenfig 
Hill by members of St 
Theodore’s Church. 

Called Theo’s, the 
shop is located in the 
heart of the village and 
provides the community 
with a much-needed 
facility. 

Rev Jonathan Durley, 
vicar of Kenfig Hill, said 
that the project was 
almost completed when 
he arrived in the parish 
at the end of last year. 

“The shop opened the 
week after I arrived and 
it has been a huge suc¬ 
cess. It’s become a focal 
point for the communi¬ 
ty” 

Churchwarden 
Margaret Phillips 
explained that they had 
decided to take action 
after they sold the old 
church hall and needed a 
new base. 

“We already had our 
shop but that was in a 
rented property which 
needed a lot of work. A 
former solicitor’s office 
became available next 
door to Spar, which is in 
the busiest part of 
Kenfig Hill and we 
decided to go for it,” she 
said. 

Although they had 
some money of their 
own from the sale of the 
hall, they also needed 
grants and loans to get 
the property bought and 
renovated. 

“We completely gut¬ 
ted it,” Mrs Phillips stat¬ 
ed. “We wanted to create 
a multi purpose building 
with a community space 
behind the shop which 
people can hire for func¬ 
tions and activities. 

“We also have a com¬ 
munity cafe in there 
which gives people 
somewhere to go for a 
cup of tea and a chat. 

“There is no cafe any 
more in Kenfig Hill and 
we are finding that some 
of the young mothers 
will call in after drop¬ 
ping their children off at 
school. 

“It’s important that 
people have somewhere 
to meet each other in the 
community,” she 
stressed. 

Rev Durley said that 
the concept is flexible 
and the church also 
holds a service there on 
Wednesdays at 10am. 
The shop, which is 
painted in a very trendy 
shade of light green out¬ 
side, draws in a lot of 
people. 


“It is much more 
attractive than the old 
shop and we have made 
it light and airy inside,” 
said Margaret. 

“We try to give peo¬ 
ple good value for 
money by selling items 
at reasonable prices. 

“We get some very 
high quality goods 
donated and the profits 
go to the church and 
local good causes.” 

The entire building 
was gutted during the 
renovations, including 
the first floor where a 
self-contained flat has 
been created, which is 
rented out to give the 
enterprise some income. 

Money came in from 
a variety of organisa¬ 
tions, including the 
Welsh Church Act Fund, 
Valleys to Coast, BAVO 
and Pyle Community 


Council. Mrs Phillips, 
whose husband David 
was a well known butch¬ 
er in Kenfig Hill for 
many years, said that it 
was sad to see the 
decline of the town as a 
shopping centre. 

“We have lost many 
lovely shops over the 
years. This shop is now 
one of only a handful 
where people can have a 
browse and pick up a 
bargain. It gives people 
somewhere to go if they 
come into the main 
street.” 

The shop has a rota of 
25 volunteers who give 
their time and they are 
co-ordinated by 
Margaret Phillips. The 
project was managed by 
Margaret and David 
Lloyd, who is the other 
parish warden. 

The parish also has its 


office in a portable cabin 
located behind the shop, 
also used by a small 
local charity. 

Suzy Davies, AM, 
said that she was very 
impressed by what 
church members had 
achieved. 

“This is a fantastic 
community venture. 
Church members went 
out on a limb to get the 
loans and grants they 
needed to create an asset 
that everyone in Kenfig 
Hill can be proud of. 

“They have provided 
much-needed rental 
accommodation, a com¬ 
munity facility and a 
shop which offers high 
quality items at afford¬ 
able prices. It’s a com¬ 
plete win-win situation.” 


New care strategy puts the 
emphasis on independence 


A NEW model of care aimed at 
supporting older people to live 
as independently as possible 
has been approved by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s cabinet. 

The modernisation plan for the 
authority’s adult social care service 
will see even closer ties with health 
partners in Abertawe Bro Morgannwg 
University Health Board and a greater 
focus on ‘person-centred’ support. 

“It will mean older people are less 
likely to need permanent places in res¬ 
idential and nursing homes and will 
reduce the need for long hospital stays, 
thanks to a carefully-targeted pro¬ 
gramme of rehabilitation and reable- 
ment”, a spokeswoman claimed. 

Key to the plan will be the phased 
development of Bryn Y Cae residential 
home in Brackla into a residential 
reablement facility. Current residents 
will remain at Bryn Y Cae for as long 
as their needs can continue to be met. 

The plan will also look at how the 
development of extra care, the first 
unit of which is due to open at Llys 
Ton shortly, might be widened in the 
future. Work will also be progressed to 
develop Glanyrafon into a specialist 
dementia care facility providing extra 
care, reablement and respite care. 

The move towards this new model 
of care mirrors that championed by the 
Welsh Government deputy minister 
Gwenda Thomas, who last month 
called for social services and social 
care to “meet both the challenges, but 
also the opportunities that this land¬ 
scape presents. Standing still is not an 
option”. 

The changes being introduced by 
BCBC follow many months of consul¬ 
tation, research and service reviews 
which have involved speaking with 
staff and service-users, as well as inde¬ 
pendent care providers, industry spe¬ 
cialists, health partners, trade unions. 
Age Concern Morgannwg and other 
advocacy groups to seek advice, opin¬ 
ion and expertise. 

The cabinet’s view is that the most 
positive starting point for remodelling 
is a stronger link with health partners 


to develop an innovative residential 
reablement facility, along with more 
supported housing, and enablement- 
focussed homecare which will com¬ 
plement the work of existing schemes 
such as Bridgestart. 

Coun Lyn Morgan, cabinet member 
for wellbeing, said: “All the research 
suggests a big increase in the number 
of local people aged 75-plus is on the 
horizon. Throughout our consultation 
and research period we have always 
maintained that, however we remodel, 
we need to deliver services which are 
modern and more efficient and which 
enable residents to remain as inde¬ 
pendent as possible for as long as pos¬ 
sible. 

“We have explored many options 
along the way and sought the views of 
different people and groups so that we 
can be sure we have gathered a good 
cross-section of opinion and expertise. 
What we heard loud and clear is that 
yes, we need to modernise, but a 
staged approach which first allows us 
to cement and widen our relationship 
with health is the best starting point. 
Our ambition is to fully integrate our 
services for older people with our 
health partners. 

“Developing Bryn Y Cae and 
Glanyrafon and looking at our other 
supported living ambitions will allow 
us to modernise the service and make 
it more efficient.” 

Coun Mel Nott, Leader of Bridgend 
County Borough Council, added: “I’m 
extremely grateful to all the people 
and groups who have contributed to 
this process and gave us a valuable 
insight into this important and com¬ 
plex sector. 

“The option we are approving today 
allows us to move forward in a posi¬ 
tive way while also giving us the time 
to reflect on how the service will 
evolve in line with the Welsh 
Government’s expectations. 

“Over the last few months we have 
heard a great deal of speculation about 
what remodelling might mean for staff 
and service-users. I think this proves 
we are a council which is committed, 
caring but not afraid to change,” he 
added.

Suddenly, the lorry turned left 
across the hard shoulder and descend¬ 
ed a steep embankment. 

The white van, said Mr Davies, had 
gone out of control and had been on its 
side in the path of the Volvo. 

“Mr Jones, aged 51, had been faced 
with a dilemma, and selflessly he took 
evasive action. 

“The van had been travelling at a 
speed of up to 68mph. 

“It went out of control because it 


was grossly overladen,” said Mr 
Davies. 

One of the effects was to compress 
the vehicle’s suspension. 

Witnesses had seen Mr Jones 
observing proper lane discipline and 
driving at an appropriate speed. 

The van was about to overtake him 
in lane two, but it began to weave from 
side-to-side, had a glancing collision 
with the lorry, went out of control into 
lane three, then went into a “critical 
yaw” and toppled over in front of the 


Volvo. When it went down the 
embankment, the Volvo hit a tree. The 
defendants suffered only minor 
injuries. 

Alex Greenwood, for Casey, said: 
“This was a tragic sequence of events 
which stemmed from the van being 
overloaded.” 

He said a rear tyre had been repaired 
in the past and could have blown out, 
contributing to the loss of control. 

“Sadly, he made a mistake, a serious 
criminal mistake. No day passes with¬ 


out him dwelling on the consequences, 
and he offers sincere apologies.” 

Alan Fuller, for Anwar, claimed 
there was good reason for the sentence 
to be suspended. 

“The word tragedy applies in this 
case on many levels. Anwar’s commu¬ 
nity cannot speak more highly of him. 
His life will never be the same and he 
is scarred by what happened. 

“It was not a case of deliberately 
overloading for commercial benefit. 
He is not a risk-taker and he is spoken 


of in superlatives.” 

Judge Niclas Parry said: “This was a 
tragedy involving three decent men, 
all hard-working and highly regarded 
and devoted to their families.” 

He said the pair made a joint deci¬ 
sion to take onto a public road a gross¬ 
ly overloaded vehicle and the effect 
must have been visibly obvious. 

He added that no sentence he passed 
could reflect the magnitude of the loss 
of Mr Jones’ family.

and what do we do? 


IT is not unusual 
for me to get tele¬ 
phone enquiries 
about what the 
Penarth Computer 
Club does. 

I happily chat to the 
caller for a minute or 
two and try to get across 
some thoughts straight¬ 
away. 

We are a friendly club 
and not at all intimidat¬ 
ing. We are not comput¬ 
er geeks, merely a group 
of people who would 
like to know a bit more 
about how to use com¬ 
puters; what we can do 
with them and perhaps 
what they will be able to 
do in the near future. 

All this is out of gen¬ 
eral interest rather than 
because anyone wants to 
become a technical 
expert. 

There is no pre-requi¬ 
site skill level required 
before joining and peo¬ 
ple can learn and 
improve at their own 
pace. We are the place 
where people can come 
and be helped as they 
get started and continue 
to enjoy friendly assis¬ 
tance and advice as and 
when they feel ready for 
it. 

We recognise mixed 
ability and the variety of 


interest there is in the 
many aspects of using 
computers. It is impossi¬ 
ble to deal with every¬ 
thing at once, but we 
have a plan of action. 

We start in September 
to deal with the basic 
essentials of getting 
started. Next, we review 
the things that we wish 
someone had told us 
when we started. 

(Experts tend to forget to 
tell you useful things 
because they assume you 
already know them - we 
don’t!). 

Meetings are general¬ 
ly in the form of a short 
session (15-20 minutes) 
as a ‘how-to-do-it’ detail 
of basic computing and a 
talk (45 minutes) on a 
larger topic to show 
what can be done. 

Topics are selected in 
response to the wishes of 
members. 

To expand the range 
of topics, we have an 
occasional ‘Brains Trust’ 
meeting to cover more 
immediate questions. 

In any event, ques¬ 
tions can be taken from 
the ‘floor’ at any time 
during the talks and the 
speaker is happy to go 
over points more than 
once if asked. 

Now and then we 
invite guest speakers to 


talk on topics of a more 
general computing inter¬ 
est, such as where is the 
technology going and 
how will it affect our 
lives. 

Doors open at 7.30pm 
and talks start at 8pm for 
about an hour. If appro¬ 
priate, notes are handed 
out and the meetings are 
reported in the press and 
on our website. 

Meetings have been 
known to overrun when 
interest sparks interac¬ 


tion with the speaker - a 
feature that is always 
welcome. Tea and bis¬ 
cuits are provided after 
the talks and there is the 
opportunity to chat with 
other members; perhaps 
to discuss a particular 
common area of comput¬ 
ing interest. 

Our aim is to keep 
moving with the times. 
We have embraced digi¬ 
tal photography; emails; 
internet telephone calls; 
and family history 


research. 

The current fashion¬ 
able trend is how to 
establish simple home 
networks to cope with 
the growing number of 
households with more 
than one computer.
